Mr*  Chairaan,  Ladles  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the  Borough  for  the 
year  ending  31st  December  1971.  The  layout  follows  the  usual  pattern,  and  following  the 
practice  of  the  last  three  years,  It  has  been  possible  to  Include  two  photographs  v^lch 
add  considerably  to  the  Interest  of  the  text. 

The  1971  Census  returns  a population  of  18,873  for  the  Borough,  which  Is  close  to 
the  estimated  figure  for  the  last  year  or  two.  The  population  appears  to  be  fairly  stable 
at  the  present  time,  and  It  is  possible  that  the  slow  decline  of  previous  years  has  been 
arrested. 


The  main  problems  In  the  town  are  now  environmental,  a sphere  v^lch  Is  of  considerable 
importance  to  the  health  and  wellbeing  of  Its  citizens.  Unfit  houses  are  being  cleared  at 
a more  satisfactory  rate  than  In  the  past,  while  the  stock  of  othei*wIse  good  houses  which 
lack  modern  amenities  are  being  brought  up  to  standard  with  the  assistance  of  generous  grants. 
The  first  Improvement  Area  was  declared  at  the  end  of  the  year  and  Is  a most  Important 
experiment.  The  town  should  be  100%  smokeless  by  1974  and  people  will  come  to  expect  clean 
air  as  much  as  a pure  water  supply. 

I hope  that  members  will  find  something  of  Interest  in  the  pages  which  follow,  A 
largely  statistical  report  such  as  this  does  not  make  easy  reading,  but  its  value  lies  partly 
In  the  future  as  a record  of  the  health  of  the  town  for  the  year  1971 . to  be  compared  and 
contrasted  with  progress  yet  to  be  made. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their 
Interest  and  support,  and  to  Mr.  Pearson  and  all  the  staff  of  the  Heeilth  Department  for 
their  work  during  the  year.

STATISTICS  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA 


The  Borough  of  Colne  is  situated  In  excellent  surroundings,  lying  between 
1+20  feet  and  800  feet  above  sea  levelo  There  is  good  natural  drainage  and  a 
plentiful  supply  of  water. 

The  main  Industries  in  the  town  are  metal  goods  manufacture,  textile,  timber, 
buildlr^  and  civil  engineering,  furniture,  professional  services  and  administration, 
distribution  and  miscellaneous  services.  33.7%  of  the  Insured  population  were 
employed  In  textiles  and  18,3%  In  the  engineering  and  electrical  industries. 

The  textile  Industry  accounted  for  52,5%  of  the  working  population  employed  In 
manufacturing  Industries, 

On  the  11th  January,  1971  the  unemployed  register  was  315,  a percentage 
rate  of  3,6%,  On  the  6th  December,  1971  It  was  379,  a rate  of  /i,5%o 

There  were  two  factory  closures  during  the  year  and  notified  redundancies 
totalled  217,  There  were  no  closures  In  textiles.  During  the  first  half  of 
the  year,  the  crisis  at  Rolls  Royce  brought  an  Increase  In  the  numbers  Involved 
In  short-time  working,  but  the  latter  half  of  the  year  saw  a reversal  of  this 
position. 

During  the  year  local  employment  was  found  for  233  men  and  252  women. 

In  addition  jobs  were  found  In  surrounding  districts  for  79  men  ahd  77  women. 

Labour  demands  at  the  1st  December,  1971  were  for  13  men  and  Ik  women.

The  death  rate  Is  17.0  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population,  representing  a decrease 
of  0.9  on  the  previous  year,  and  Is  0.9  more  than  the  average  for  the  previous  five 
years. 

The  adjusted  death  rate  Is  15.6  per  1,000,  the  comparability  figure  being 

0.92.

Liaison  between  County  Council  Services  and  District  Council  Services  Is  facilitated 
by  the  fact  that  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  Is  also  a School  Medical  Officer  and 
Divisional  Medical  Officer,

THE  EDITH  WATSON  MATERNITY  UNIT 

This  Is  connected  to  the  Burnley  General  Hospital,  The  accommodation 
consists  of  119  maternity  beds  and  17  special  care  baby  beds.  There  are  eight 
delivery  wards  and  eight  first  stage  rooms.  One  ward  Is  set  aside  for  general 
practitioners  to  attend  their  own  patients.  The  unit  Is  equipped  with  one  of 
the  most  modern  and  up-to-date  special  baby  care  units  In  the  country, 

PREMATURE  INFANTS 


Premature  Infants  are  retained  In  the  Maternity  Unit  until  their  progress 
Is  equal  to  that  of  a child  born  at  full  tern  pregnancy.  Special  accommodation 
is  available  for  mothers  to  stay  In  to  be  with  their  babies  until  such  time 
as  they  are  ready  for  discharge. 

Premature  babies  bom  at  home  can  be  admitted  to  the  Maternity  Unit  If 
the  home  conditions  are  unsuitable.  The  midwife  has  access  to  special  equlpnent 
maintained  at  the  Divisional  Health  Offices,  for  premature  babies,  should  it 
be  necessary. 


ANTE -NATAL  CLINICS 

Ante-natal  clinics  are  held  dally  at  the  Edith  Watson  Maternity  Unit, 

The  accommodation  consists  of  a waiting  room  and  sanitary  accommodation, 
dressing  cubicles,  laboratory  eind  consulting  rooms. 

In  addition,  sessions  are  held  at  the  Child  Health  Centre,  Albert  Road, 
by  the  County  Mldwives  for  patients  having  babies  In  their  own  homes.  These 
eire  held  weekly  on  Friday  afternoons  from  I-30  to  3=30  p.m. 

Relaxation  classes  for  expectant  mothers  are  held  on  Thursday  evenings 
at  Bank  House,  Colne, 

AMBULANCE  SERVICE 

Ambulance  and  sitting  case  cars  are  provided,  and,  v&iere  long  distances  are 
Involved,  arrangements  can  be  made  for  conveyance  by  train.  All  drivers  and  attendants 
have  completed  the  County  Council's  Training  Programme.  Resuscitation  apparatus,  and 
other  essential  equipment,  is  carried  In  all  ambulances. 
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CHEST  CLINIC

CHILDREN»S  ACT  1948 

By  the  provision  of  this  Act,  certain  classes  of  children  come  under  the  care 
of  the  Children's  Department  of  the  County  Council.  The  Department  is  responsible 
for  children  who  are  for  one  reason  or  another  deprived  of  the  normal  care  of  their 
parents®  The  children  are  cared  for  In  children's  homes,  residential  nurseries, 
hostels  and  foster  homes® 


PROVISION  FOR  UNMARRIED  MOTHERS 

Unmarried  mothers  and  their  children  are  catered  for  in  Mother  and  Baby  Homes 
administered  by  Voluntary  Moral  Welfare  Organisations,  who  work  In  close  co-operation 
with  the  County  Council® 


MENTAL  HEALTH 

Three  Mental  Welfare  Officers  are  available  for  dealing  with  mentally  sick  and 
mentally  subnormal  persons®  The  North  East  Lancashire  Association  for  Mental  Health 
and  the  local  branch  of  the  National  Society  for  Mentally  Handicapped  Children  are

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PREVftuANCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS 

AND  OTHER  DISEASES 

The  Incidence  of  Infectious  diseases  decreased  during  1971.  The  total  number 
of  notifications  received  was  4l»  20  of  these  being  cases  of  Measles. 

VACCINATION 

SMALLPOX  - Vaccination  Is  not  given  as  routine  to  children  In  the  second  year  of  life 
but  the  vaccine  is  readily  available  for  parents  wishing  to  have  their  children  vaccinated. 
This  is  because  of  the  drastic  reduction  in  the  number  of  countries  in  vrfiich  Smallpox  is 
endemic  and  it  is  now  felt  that  the  slight  hazards  of  routine  vaccination  are  greater  than 
the  danger  of  Smallpox  being  introduced  into  the  country. 

TUBERCULOSIS  - BoC.G.  (Bacillus  Calmette  Guerin)  vaccination  against  tuberculosis  was 
again  offered  to  school  children  who  had  reached  the  age  of  13  years.  The  response  was 
very  good,  B.CoG,  vaccination  gives  protection  against  tuberculosis,  and  protection  is 
very  necessary  as  there  are  still  few  undiscovered  cases. 

Since  March  1962,  vaccination  has  been  offered  to  children  of  about  13  years  of  age  and  to 
students  at  universities  and  colleges, 

POLICXIYELITIS  - Protection  against  Poliomyelitis  was  offered  to  persons  from  the  age  of 
six  months  to  forty  years  and  to  expectant  mothers  of  all  ages.  Three  oral  doses  are 
necessary  with  a suitable  interval  between  each  dose.  The  response  has  been  very 
satisfactory  and  the  disease  is  now  almost  non‘=»existent, 

MEASLES  - Since  May  1968  a live  attenuated  vaccine  against  measles  has  been  available 
for  all  children  from  one  year, 

RUBELLA  “ Rubella  vaccination  was  offered  this  year  to  girls  between  13  and  lU  and  is  now 
available  to  girls  between  11  and  14,  Rubella  (German  Measles)  can  give  rise  to  serious 
disabilities  such  as  congenital  heart  disease,  congenital  cataract  and  deafness  in  babies 
whose  mothers  caught  the  infection  during  pregnancy, 

IMMUNISATION 

DIPTHERIA,  WHOOPING  COUGH  AND  TETANUS  “ Clinics  for  active  immunisation  against  diptherla, 
whooping  cough  and  tetanus  are  held  weekly  at  the  School  Clinic,  Bank  House.  Though 
diptherla  Is  a rare  disease,  and  whooping  cough  on  the  decline,  there  is  no  room  for 
complacency.  Parents  are  exhorted  to  have  all  their  children  immunised,  for  it  is  only 
by  doing  so  that  these  diseases  can  be  effectively  prevented,  A booster  dose  is  now 
offered  to  children  during  their  first  term  after  entrance  to  the  infant  school.

FX)R  THE  YEAR  ENDED  31ST  DECEMBER.  19?1 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladles  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  In  submitting  my  eighteenth  Annual  Report  on  the  environmental  health 
service  provided  by  this  Department. 

STAFFING 

The  new  factory  slaughterhouse  which  commenced  operation  in  January,  1971*  began 
to  increase  its  output  from  week  to  week,  and  it  was  quickly  seen  that  when  the  lamb 
season  steirted  in  mid  summer  1971  the  output  would  be  more  than  existing  staff  could 
cope  with.  A third  Authorised  Meat  Inspector  was  appointed  - Mr.  E.  G.  Ingham  - and 
commenced  duties  in  August  1971»  No  other  changes  in  staffing  took  place  during  the 
year, 

SLUM  CLEARANCE  AND  IMPROVEMENT  AREAS 

I am  pleased  to  say  that  greater  activity  than  for  many  years  past  has  been 
seen  in  relation  to  the  clearance  of  unfit  properties.  Thirty-nine  houses  in  three 
clearance  areas  were  represented  as  unfit,  the  areas  being;  \

The  problem  of  rehousing  was  slight,  the  majority  of  these  houses  being  empty, 
although  many  tenants  of  properties  in  Great  George  Street  have  been  rehoused  as 
properties  have  been  bought  by  the  Council  in  the  last  four  years.  During  1971 
Itself  22  people  were  rehoused  (12  households).  It  Is  hoped  to  keep  up  this 
accelerated  tempo  over  the  next  two  or  three  years,  but  it  Is  anticipated  that  In 
future  areas  to  be  represented  fewer  houses  will  be  empty  and  much  larger  families 
will  be  found  to  require  rehousing.  This  formidable  problem  may  dash  our  hopes. 

The  southern  half  of  the  town  has  been  the  scene  of  this  activity  and  of  the 
much  more  satisfactory  activity  associated  with  preventing  deterioration  of  this 
type  of  housing  In  the  town,  I refer  to  the  306  houses  within  the  area  which  was 
declared  a General  Improvement  Area  at  the  end  of  the  year.  Slow  but  sure  progress 
was  made  leading  up  to  the  opening  of  three  show  houses  In  June  I971  where  alternative 
ideas  of  Improvements  had  been  carried  out,  and  proved  of  great  interest  to  the  large 
number  of  people  who  attended.  Exhibition  material  and  photographs  designed  by  the 
consultant  architects,  the  Cassidy  and  Ashton  Partnership,  were  on  display  In  one 
house  together  with  exhibition  material  provided  by  the  Department  of  the  Envirorxnent, 
A public  meeting  attended  by  up  to  200  residents  In  the  neighbourhood  was  held  In 
the  local  Ambulance  Hall  at  which  a lot  of  support  to  the  project  was  given.  It 
was  envisaged  that  house  improvements  would  get  off  to  a good  start  in  view  of  the 
Increased  grant  of  75%  of  basic  costs  being  made  available  under  the  new  Government 
grant  scheme  which  came  into  being  shortly  after  the  public  meetlr^  mentioned  above 
In  consequence  of  this,  in  the  first  six  months  since  the  declaration  of  the  area 
houses  have  been  the  subject  of  application  for  Improvement  Grants, 
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Environmental  Improvement  of  the  area  Is  to  be  put  In  hand  during  1972.  In  the 
first  portion  of  the  area  to  be  dealt  with  It  was  found  that  U9  houses  were  without 
a sufficient  supply  of  water,  being  houses  on  joint  supply  pipes  wtfilch  over  the  years 
have  become  encrusted  and  the  pressure  has  become  Inadequate.  Of  first  Importance 
Is  the  need  to  make  sure  that  every  house  has  a sufficient  supply  of  water  at  a good 
pressure.  Agreement  has  now  been  reached  with  all  the  owners  for  new  services  to  be 
put  In  by  the  Water  Board  and  upon  completion  of  this  work,  road  resurfacing  will  be 
commenced.  Environmental  Improvement  Is  to  be  carried  out  by  resurfacing  streets, 
tree  planting,  pedestrlanlslng  certain  streets,  and  the  coats  for  one-third  of  the 
General  Improvement  Area  have  been  calculated  and  accepted  for  expenditure  during 
1972/730 

The  only  doubt  about  progress  and  about  the  desire  to  create  further  General 
Improvement  Areas  Is  that  with  the  Increased  grant  of  75%  of  basic  costs  a surge 
of  Improvement  throughout  the  town  is  being  carried  out  both  by  private  owners  and 
by  the  Corporation  in  their  pre=war  council  estates  so  that  one  has  this  doubt  that 
the  Local  Authority  is  committed  beyond  the  capacity  of  local  labour  and  possibly 
administrative  staff  to  carry  out  the  work  they  would  like  to  do. 

SET  BACK  FOR  SMOKE  CONTROL 

The  beginning  of  the  year  1971  coincided  with  a smokeless  fuel  shortage  and 
Colne,  like  many- other  Authorities,  expecting  a serious  shortage  of  fuel,  took  the 
view  that  In  order  to  prevent  the  elderly  In  particular  suffering  from  lack  of  heat 
It  would  be  wise  to  ask  the  Departmient  of  the  Environment  to  allow  them  to  suspend 
Smoke  Control  Orders  in  force.  This  was  agreed  and  Smoke  Control  was  abandoned  from 
December  1970  to  April  1971o  The  Warren  Spring  Laboratory,  which  collates  and  Interprets 
the  results  of  the  dally  measuranents  of  smoke  In  hundreds  of  towns  and  villages 
throughout  the  country,  have  carried  out  research  to  find  out  what  effect  this  re- 
laxation of  Smoke  Control  had  on  the  pollution  of  the  atmosphere,  and  they  found  that 
the  effect  of  suspending  Smoke  Control  gave  on  average  an  extra  23  to  33%  of  smoke 
dally  during  the  months  January,  February  and  March  1971o  Our  own  records  over  a 
slightly  longer  period  show  that  during  December  1970  and  January  1971  there  was 
a considerable  drop  In  smoke  readings  frcmi  the  same  period  twelve  months  earlier,  but 
that  In  February,  March  and  April  of  1971  there  was  a considerable  Increase  over  the 
same  period  In  the  previous  year,  averaging  27%>  Fortunately  supplies  of  smokeless 
fuel  did  not  dxy  up  or  matters  may  have  been  worse,  and  In  May  1971  the  crisis  was 
over,  from  which  time  there  has  been  no  further  shortage. 

MEAT  INSPECTION  AND  PRIVATE  SLAUGHTERHOUSES 

As  anticipated  the  firm  of  Thomas  Borthwlck  and  Sons  Ltd.  have  eventually 
brought  their  plant  into  full  operation  and  peak  slaughtering  occurred  during  the 
period  October  to  December  1971,  when  the  week®s  throughput  was  about  three  times 
that  of  the  period  when  they  commenced  operations  in  January,  1971.  Figures  In  the 
body  of  the  Report  show  the  number  of  animals  slaughtered  at  110,357  and  It  has 
become  evident  that  in  peak  slaughtering  periods  the  existing  lAirage  is  insufficient 
to  cope  with  the  number  of  animals  to  be  laired.  Discussions  took  place  on  this 
matter  with  the  firm.  Plans  have  been  made  to  extend  the  lairage  accommodation. 
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The  firm  are  now  trading  In  the  export  market  to  Europe,  and  at  some  time  In  most 
weeks  slaughtering  for  export  takes  place.,  The  premises  are  therefore  subject  to 
European  Economic  Community  conditions  and  have  a yearly  licence  renewed  by  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food* 

The  high  race  of  throughput  has  provided  new  problems  for  the  Department  In  that 
the  crisis  time  In  the  meat  Inspectors®  day  has  now  been  brought  forward  to  the  period 
from  7»30  aora«  until  noon,  and  that  when  extra  help  has  been  needed  this  can  only  be 
given  by  the  one  Additional  Public  Health  Inspector  employed  by  the  Council,  viho  has 
been  called  out  on  numerous  occasions,  sometimes  three  times  In  a week,  to  hurry  to 
the  factory  by  7,30  In  the  morning.  In  consequence  much  of  the  routine  work  of  the 
Department  has  been  upset  and  Is  unlikely  to  be  picked  up  again  until  the  Pupil  Public 
Health  Inspector  has  canpleted  his  studies  and  qualified  as  a Public  Health  Inspector, 

OFFENSIVE  TRADE 

A modern  sophisticated  animal  by-products  plant  for  converting  slaughterhouse 
waste  Into  fertilisers  and  animal  feeding  stuffs  was  built  and  came  into  operation  In 
July,  1971,  and  this  has  subjected  the  Department  to  the  most  Intensive  pressure  by 
the  wide-spread  complaints  that  have  been  received  weekly  since  that  time.  In  addition 
to  an  adjoining  firm  taking  private  action  by  way  of  an  Injunction,  concerted  action 
was  taken  by  residents  In  the  neighbourhood  at  the  end  of  the  year.  They  presented 
a petition  to  the  Council  signed  by  98%  of  the  householders  living  In  the  area  and 
have  sent  deputations  to  the  Town  Council  meetings  to  Indicate  theli  silent  (?) 
protest.  The  firm  concerned  and  Its  professional  advisers  have  given  assurances 
that  they  will  do  all  they  can  to  minimise  the  emission  of  anell  from  the  premises, 
and  later  developments  have  Included  a special  meeting  of  the  members  of  the  Town 
Council  with  top  management  of  the  firms  concerned  who  gave  details  of  progress  to 
date  and  further  lines  of  action  which  include  the  erection  of  additional  scrubbing 
plant  and  the  Installation  of  catalytic  ccmbustlon  of  the  waste  gases,  but  these 
cannot  be  carried  out  at  a moments  notice,  and  it  would  appear  that  for  many  months  to 
come  people  in  the  district  will  suffer  obnoxious  smells  from  time  to  time  as  the  wind 
direction  affects  than. 

Many  thanks  are  again  tendered  to  members  of  the  staff  for  good  work  done  during 
the  year,  and  to  the  Committee  for  their  Interest  and  encouragement.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES 

WATER  SUPPLY 


The  North  Calder  Water  Boeu:^  supplies  Colne,  Nelson  and  district  with  water. 

The  town's  water  Is  obtained  from  a catchment  area  of  780  acres  neeir  at  hand 
on  Emnott  Moor  and  feeds  Laneshaw  Reservoir  which  has  a capacity  of  75  million 
gallons. 

The  reservoir  Is  well  situated,  858  feet  above  Ordnance  Datum, 

Corn  Close  Borehole,  with  pumping  plant,  was  completed  In  1937<>  The  capacity 
of  the  borehole  Is  I|0,000  gallons  per  hour. 

The  supply  Is  adequate  and  of  excellent  quality,  giving  satisfactory  bacteriological 
and  chemical  analyses.

Plumbo-solvent  action  Is  nil. 

Mains  extensions  to  70  new  houses  have  been  laid,  Reservlclng  work  under  an 
assisted  scheme  has  given  Improved  supplies  to  numerous  older  houses  In  various 
parts  of  the  town. 

The  water  In  the  outlet  main  from  the  open  service  reservoir  at  Bents  Is  re-chlorlnated.

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

There  are  approximately  40  miles  of  sewers  within  the  area, 

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

The  arrangements  for  sewage  disposal  are  concentrated  at  the  Sewage  Purification 
Works  In  Burnley  Road, 

The  construction  of  these  works  was  completed  during  1961,  The  treatment  now 
canprlses  grit  removal,  detritus  maceration,  primary  settlement  in  two  circular 
settlement  tanks,  primary  and  secondary  filters  with  recirculation  and  humus 
tank  treatment  of  the  filter  effluent.  The  sludge  from  the  primary  tanks  and 
the  humus  tanks  Is  collected  In  sludge  wells,  conditioned  with  lime  and  copperas 
and  pressed  In  filter  presses  to  remove  the  excess  water.  The  pressed  sludge 
Is  stored  In  the  works  and  sold  for  agricultural  purposes. 

The  final  effluent  discharged  Into  Colne  Water  has  been  the  subject  of  strong 
criticism  by  the  Lancashire  River  Authority  over  the  last  few  years  and  a scheme 
for  comprehensive  extensions  Is  In  the  process  of  being  prepared, 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS 


The  Lancashire  Rivers  Authority  Is  responsible  for  the  supervision  and  protection 
of  the  rivers  and  streams  In  the  area  and,  where  necessary,  their  attention  Is 
directed  to  cases  of  river  pollution. 
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CLOSET  ACCOMM)DATION 


There  were  15  pall  closets  and  41  privies  still  In  use  In  the  area  at  the  end  of 
the  year.  In  most  of  these  cases  there  Is  an  adequate  supply  of  water,  but  no  sewer 
available.  Conversions  to  the  water  carriage  system  would  necessitate  the  provision  of 
a septic  tank  and  filter,  but  due  care  should  be  taken  before  Installations  are  carried 
out,  to  ensure  that  land  and  ditches  are  not  fouled  by  the  effluent. 

In  1958,  the  Council  made  available  a grant  towards  the  cost  of  converting  a pail 
closet  to  a fresh  water  closet.  The  Grant  Is  £25,  or  half  of  the  cost  of  conversion, 
v^lchever  Is  the  lower. 

The  conversion  of  136  waste  water  closets  Into  fresh  water  closets  has  been 
carried  out  during  the  year. 

Since  the  beginning  of  1970  the  Corporation  Grant  per  closet  conversion  has  been 
raised  to  £20  maximum.  In  1971  a grant  was  given  In  111  Instances  for  conversion  and 
25  Instances  for  abolitions.  The  other  25  conversions  comprised  part  of  Improvement 
schemes  submitted  to  the  Council  for  approval,  and  the  cost  of  the  work  Involved 
qualified  for  Standard  or  Improvement  Grants  under  the  provisions  of  the  Housing  Act  1969. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  still  812  waste  water  closets  within  the 
Borough.  Their  conversion  Is  the  greatest  outstanding  sanitary  Improvement  needed  and 
a scheme  for  the  compulsory  conversion  of  these  closets  under  the  powers  given  by 
Section  47  of  the  Public  Health  Act  1936  was  adopted  In  February  1970,  when  it  was 
proposed  to  deal  with  up  to  100  a year  during  the  next  five  years.  In  197I  103 
notices  were  seirved  for  this  purpose  and  the  closets  converted.

Refuse  Is  collected  from  approximately  7p500  bins  at  houses  and  other 
bulldlngSp  and  Is  transported  In  one  S,  & Dc  20  c.y»  Pakamatlc,  one  Karrier 
Ramil ies  20,  one  S.  & D.  Fore  and  Aft  Tipper  and  one  Karrier  Fore  and  Aft 
Tipper  refuse  collection  vehicles,  A weekly  collection  of  house  refuse  Is 
maintained*  During  the  year  bln  liners  were  put  Into  use  In  approximately 
3p500  dwellings  and  It  Is  expected  that  these  will  be  In  use  at  all  dwellings 
in  1972o 

Refuse  disposal  Is  carried  out  solely  by  controlled  tipping  at  Knotts 
Lane  and  Barrowford  Road* 

Street  cleansing  Is  carried  out  by  a Karrier  Motor  Sweeper  and  by 
collectors  working  on  the  ‘beat*  system  with  “Orderly*  trucks. 

Gullies  are  emptied  by  a Karrier  ’Yorkshire*  Gully  Emptier,  Septic 
tanks  are  emptied  at  owners’  request  and  cost,  by  the  same  means.  There  are 
no  cesspools  to  be  cleansed  at  a rate  born  charge. 

The  majority  of  pall  closets  are  emptied  weekly  by  the  Corporation, 
but  there  are  a number  of  pall  and  privy  closets  In  the  more  Inaccessible 
parts  of  the  district  which  are  emptied  by  the  occupiers. 

This  service  Is  administered  by  the  Borough  Engineer  to  whom  I am 
Indebted  for  most  of  this  information.

Rat  complaints  came  down  - for  the  first  time  since  1961  - from  wrfilch  time 
there  was  a gradual  Increase  year  by  year  to  a figure  In  1970  six  times  that  of 
1961,  1971  saw  the  number  of  complaints  drop  by  30%  from  that  of  1970,  Is  this 
anything  more  than  a flash  In  the  pan? 

With  an  average  of  ten  complaints  per  week,  many  being  repeats  of  previous 
ones,  there  Is  little  room  for  satisfaction  In  this  work  and  often  a feeling 
of  frustration.  School  meal  premises  have  been  found  difficult  to  bring  under 
control,  both  In  relation  to  the  storing  of  vulnerable  foods  and  In  persuading 
mice  to  eat  the  bait  put  down. 

No  legal  action  was  taken  and  no  notices  served  under  the  provisions  of 
the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949o 
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MAINTENANCE  TREATMENT  FOR  RATS  IN  SEWERS 


In  June  a 10%  baiting  of  the  sewer  system  was  undertaken.  The  following  week  all 
baited  manholes  were  checked  for  takes,  and  afterwards  the  manholes  showing  signs  of 
Infestation  and  those  immediately  surrounding  them  were  poison  treated  with  Fluoracetamide. 
In  December  a repeat  poison  treatment  was  carried  out  on  the  same  manholes. 

The  Initial  test  baiting  produced  a larger  ntmber  of  takes  compared  with  our 
experience  over  the  last  few  years.

There  are  no  registered  Common  Lodging  Houses  within  the  Borough. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES 

The  Offensive  Trades  carried  out  in  Colne  are: 

(1)  1 Tannery  (3)  1 Tripe  boiling  and  fat  rendering  plant 

(2)  1 Leather  Dresser  (4)  1 blood  drying,  bone  boiling  and  fat 

extraction  plant. 

Item  No.  4 is  a premise  dealing  with  the  animal  by-products  from  a modern 
slaughterhouse  v^ich  came  into  operation  in  July,  1971»  and  although  provided  with 
a modern  sophisticated  chlorine  absorbent  type  deodorising  plant  gave  rise  to 
considerable  complaint.  Pressure  was  exerted  informally  by  the  Council  and  formally 
by  an  adjacent  commercial  firm  who  made  an  application  for  an  injunction,  from  which 
additional  alternative  methods  of  treating  the  effluent  were  considered  and  brought 
Into  effect.  Firstly  by  Introducing  a second  stage  odour  counteraction  equipment 
installation  and  secondly  a 100  foot  chimney  to  be  constructed  specifically  for 
discharge  of  the  odour  at  a higher  level.  Complaints  have  continued  into  1972. 

REMOVAL  OF  ABANDONED  VEHICLES 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Civic  Amenities  Act  eight  abandoned  vehicles  were 
removed  by  statutory  action  from  various  sites  within  the  town  during  1971o  These 
were  disposed  of  by  a scrap  dealer  acting  on  behalf  of  the  Corporation,  Two  vehicles 
were  removed  by  owners  or  persons  unknown  following  statutory  action.  Four  vehicles 
were  surrendered  to  the  Corporation  and  removed  by  the  scrap  dealer.  Sixteen  vehicles 
were  abandoned  in  Colne  and  were  removed  by  owners  or  persons  unknown. 

No  prosecutions  were  taken  under  the  Civic  Amenities  Act,  1967  during  the  year. 
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SHOPS  ACT,  1950 

During  the  year  115  Inspections  were  made  to  shops o Verbal  request  was 
made  in  one  instance  and  in  one  case  verbal  instructions  were  found  to  have 
been  complied  wltho  The  request  was  concerned  with  the  display  of  notices 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Shops  Acts.  Observation  shows  that  the  shops 
in  the  town  are  closing  before  the  appointed  hour.

CLEAN  AIR  ACTS.  1956  & 1968 


Twenty-one  observations,  each  of  thirty  minutes  duration,  were  taken  during  the  year 
from  the  29  factory  chimneys  now  in  use  in  the  district.  Two  of  these  observations 
contravened  the  Clean  Air  Act. 

Thirty-four  visits  were  made  to  premises  regarding  smoke  emissions  or  boiler 
problems,  and  advice  given  to  management,  engineers  and  stokers.  No  legal  proceedings 
were  taken. 

Building  Bye-laws  made  on  October  Ist,  1957 » under  the  provision  of  Section  2U 
of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  require  the  provisions  in  new  buildings  of  such  arrangements  for 
heating  or  cooking  as  are  calculated  to  prevent  so  far  as  practicable  the  emission 
of  smoke. 

In  the  past  twenty  years  16  factory  chimneys  have  been  demolished  and  plans  are 
afoot  to  demolish  a further  2 during  the  ccmlng  year.  There  are  5 chimneys  standing 
which  have  been  disused  for  periods  ranging  frcm  12  months  to  at  least  10  years.  This 
leaves  2k  factory  chimneys  still  in  use. 

Three  firms  gave  notice  of  the  intention  to  install  three  new  boiler  plants. 

Approval  was  given  to  proposed  heights  of  new  chimneys  in  three  instances. 


SMOKE  CONTROL  AREAS  OPERATIVE  IN  COLNE 

Smoke  Control  Order  No.  9 was  approved  by  the  Council  in  August  1971.  73.9% 
of  the  dwelling  houses  in  the  town  are  now  covered  by  Orders.

In  the  atmosphere  from  1962  to  1971.  The  first  smoke  control  area  was  Introduced  In 
Colne  In  1962,  the  eighth  In  1970,  stretching  Into  1971. 

The  volumetric  smoke  machine  from  which  the  readings  are  obtained  Is  situated 
at  Bank  House,  Albert  Road  (not  In  a Smoke  Control  Area)  and  Is  read  every  2k  hours. 

The  readings  are  expressed  In  microgrammes  of  smoke  per  cubic  metre  of  atmosphere.

Insecticides  used  depend  on  the  type  of  Infestation  found.  Bugs,  house  files  and 
blow  files  are  treated  with  D.D.T.  dusts  or  liquid  emulsions.  Elmpty  houses  Infested 
with  fleas  are  treated  with  'Gammexane'  smoke  generators.  Cockroach  Infestations  are 
treated  with  »Dleldrln'  and  ®Malathlon»  dusts  and  Insectrol  Lacquer.  The  results 
obtained  were  quite  satisfactory. 
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SCHOOLS 

There  are  18  County  Schools  within  the  Borough,  comprising  1 Nursery,  k Infant,  1 Special, 

U Junior,  3 Primary,  1 Grammar,  3 Secondary  Modern  and  a College  of  Further  Education, 

In  the  older  schools,  although  the  closet  accommodation  Is  In  good  condition  under 
normal  usage,  the  mere  fact  that  It  Is  not  under  cover  means  that  every  winter  there 
are  freeze-ups  and  bursts.  Action  has  been  taken  In  the  last  five  years  to  provide 
protection.  In  some  cases  by  adapting  the  outside  conveniences  by  building  up  the  front 
and  roofing  over.  This  has  been  done  at  four  schools  and  a proportion  of  the  closets 
needed  have  been  Installed  within  the  building  In  some  Infant  and  Primary  Schools. 

We  should  not  be  satisfied  until  all  school  conveniences  are  under  cover  with  heating 
available  to  prevent  freezing  up. 

The  many  school  meals  kitchens  now  In  operation  In  the  town  are  busy  places  efficiently 
operated.  In  addition  to  visiting  to  check  the  standard  of  food  hygiene  attained,  particular 
attention  Is  given  to  the  quality  and  soundness  of  meat  delivered  to  these  premises, 

SWIMMING  BATHS  AND  POOLS 

There  are  no  privately  owned  swimming  baths  or  pools  open  to  the  public. 

The  reconstructed  public  swimming  baths  were  opened  In  June,  1963,  They  consist 
of  the  followings - 

An  adult  swimming  pool,  children's  pool,  shower  and  foot  baths,  dressing  rooms  for 
use  with  the  main  pool,  dressing  cubicles  for  school  children,  sanitary  accommodation 
and  also  seats  for  spectators.  The  children® s swimming  pool  was  modernised  and  re- 
opened at  the  beginning  of  the  I962  swimming  season,  after  being  closed  to  the  public 
for  many  years. 

The  water  is  chlorinated  by  automatic  doser  after  filtration  and  re-heat Ing. 

Thirty-five  samples  of  bath  water  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination. 

Of  these  samples  27  were  satisfactory  and  8 unsatisfactory.

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HOUSING  CONDITIONS 

The  number  of  houses  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  7655  of  v^lch  74^8  were 
Inhabited. 

A review  of  sub-standard  houses  was  undertaken  during  1969  and  the  Health 
Committee  decided  on  a programme  of  clearing  sixty  houses  a year  for  the  next 
few  years.  The  Ministry  requested  the  Council  to  Indicate  their  Intentions  In 
this  field  to  cover  the  next  four  years  (1970-73)  and  they  were  Informed  that 
twelve  areas  Involving  225  houses  were  to  be  dealt  with. 

One  quarter  of  all  dwellings  In  the  town  are  Council  Houses,  mainly 
living  room,  scullery,  three  bedrooms  and  bathroom  type  although  In  recent 
years  the  emphasis  has  been  on  building  flats.  The  remainder  are  mostly  terraced 
stone  built  houses,  of  sound  construction,  built  around  the  beginning  of  this 
century,  many  of  which  lack  modern  amenities.  A good  number  of  house  owners, 
mainly  owner-occupiers,  have  made  application  for  Standard  and  Discretionary 
Grants  as  will  be  seen  from  the  preceding  table. 

The  total  nunber  on  the  waiting  list  for  Corporation  houses  at  the 
end  of  the  year  was  551.

Investigation  of  five  dairy  herds  were  carried  out  during  the  year  as  follows:- 


In  Case  No,  1 five  animals  were  isolated  from  a herd  of  21.  The  animals  were 
eventually  disposed  of  after  their  milk  had  been  sent  for  pasteurisation. 

In  case  No.  2 two  animals  were  Isolated  from  a herd  of  19.  The  milk  from 
these  animals  was  sent  for  pasteurisation. 

In  case  No.  3 all  animals  out  of  a herd  of  22  were  found  to  be  free  from 
Infection  when  individually  sampled. 

In  case  No.  h four  animals  from  a herd  of  1?  were  isolated.  The  milk  from 
these  animals  was  sent  for  pasteurisation. 

In  case  No.  5 sixteen  animals  from  a herd  of  31  were  Isolated.  The  Infected 
animals  were  housed  away  from  the  remainder  of  the  herd*  their  milk  being  sent  for 
pasteurisation. 

Of  the  five  herds  Investigated  during  the  year  27  animals  were  found  to  be 
Infected  with  Brucellosis,  a deterioration  on  last  year.

PRIVATE  SUUGHTERHOUSES 

Thomas  Borthwlck  & Sons  Ltd,  opened  their  new  factory  slaughterhouse  In  January,  1971 
and  the  Council  closed  down  the  Public  Abattoir  at  the  same  time.  For  the  last  eighteen 
months  of  Its  existence  this  Abattoir  had  been  leased  to  the  firm  of  Borthwicks.  Steady 
expansion  of  slaughtering  took  place  during  the  year  and  the  exporting  of  carcase  meats 
to  the  Continent  became  a regular  feature  of  Its  output.  One  other  small  private 
slaughterhouse  continues  to  operate  In  the  town.  Both  have  been  run  to  the  entire 
satisfaction  of  the  Department, 

A resident  staff  of  three  Authorised  Meat  Inspectors  operate  at  Borthwicks  with 
assistance  as  required  by  other  members  of  the  Department  who  also  take  care  of  meat 
Inspection  at  the  smaller  private  slaughterhouse.

ANALYSIS  OF  FX)OD  BY  THE  PUBLIC  ANALYST 

This  Is  a County  Council  Service.  In  addition  to  taking  action  on  foods  not  of  the 
nature,  substance  or  quality  conforming  with  recognised  standards,  the  County  Council 
Is  responsible  for  Investigating  complaints  of  foreign  bodies  found  In  foodstuffs  under 
powers  given  them  by  the  Food  & ^rugs  Acts  which  are  not  available  to  the  Borough  Council. 

Fourteen  complaints  have  been  received  from  the  public  of  mouldy  food  or  food 
containing  objectionable  extraneous  matter.  Eight  such  complaints  were  referred  to  them 
Including  metal  In  a fruit  pie»  paper  In  butter,  grubs  In  bottle  of  milk,  foreign  body 
in  loaf  of  bread,  unpleasant  taste  in  carton  of  U.H.T.  milk,  dirt  In  a bottle  of 
milk,  metal  In  a tin  of  luncheon  meat,  and  foreign  body  In  meat  pie.  No  legal 
proceedings  were  Instituted  during  the  year,  the  offenders  being  cautioned. 

This  Department  dealt  with  complaints  of  mould  In  fruit  pie.  In  yoghurt, In  tea 
cakes,  loaf  of  bread  being  nibbled  by  mice,  sour  and  smelling  tin  of  macaroni  milk 
pudding,  and  fusty  potatoes.  No  legal  action  was  taken,  but  strong  representations  were 
made  In  each  case. 
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
